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1994  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

As  1994  began  the  Selectmen  felt  that  the 
most  important  business  that  would  be  facing  us 
was  the  proposed  bypass  and  it's  impact  on  the 
residents  of  Hillsborough.   We  were  determined  to 
force  a  final  resolution  to  this  problem.   After 
countless  meetings,  polls,  committees  and 
projections  we  seemed  no  closer  to  a  bypass  than 
we  were  ten  years  ago.   Many  individuals  and 
organizations  worked  diligently  with  us  and  it 
appears  that  the  lengthy  bureaucratic  process  has 
ended  and  the  last  steps  are  about  to  begin.   As 
of  this  writing  property  acquisition  will  take 
place  in  1995  and  actual  construction  should  begin 
in  1998  with  a  completion  date  of  2000  or  2001. 

We  also  found  ourselves  forced  into  building 
a  sand  filtration  plant  at  Loon  Pond  plus  new 
water  lines  between  the  pond  and  the  reservoir  on 
Bible  Hill  and  the  installation  of  water  meters  on 
the  user's  property.   The  State  was  enforcing  the 
Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  Section  1412  and  planned 
to  fine  the  Town  $25,000  per  day  if  we  failed  to 
comply.   Despite  the  fact  that  Loon  Pond  is  a 
clean  and  safe  water  supply  we  had  to  ask  the  Town 
to  approve  a  three  million  dollar  bond  for  that 
purpose.   The  Town  Meeting  approved  the  bond 
although  there  was  and  is  a  resentment  of  big 
inefficient  government  exercising  its  infinite 
wisdom  in  forcing  unfunded  mandates  onto  the  backs 
of  taxpayers  in  these  difficult  times.   The  Water 
Commissioners  will  report  on  the  progress  they  are 
making . 

We  had  hoped  that  a  general  reassessment  of 
the  Town  would  be  done  in  1994  but  the  State  will 
actually  start  in  February  of  1995.   This  will 
result  in  all  properties  being  assessed  at  100%  of 
fair  market  value.   A  few  homeowners  will 
experience  an  increase  for  improvements  to  their 
property  and  some  will  see  a  decrease.   Some 
property  will  be  added  to  the  tax  base  when 
buildings  which  were  built  without  proper  permits 
or  inventory  reports  are  discovered  by  the 
assessors . 


The  Town  was  awarded  a  $500,000  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  for  the  construction  of  a 
Community  Center  to  benefit  all  of  the  citizens  of 
Hillsborough.   A  grant  coordinator  was  selected 
and  the  architectural  bid  has  been  awarded.   The 
release  of  the  funding  by  the  Federal  Government 
is  anticipated  in  1995  and  this  exciting  project 
will  be  underway  as  soon  as  possible.   This  grant 
effectively  replaces  the  proposed  YMCA  due  to  an 
inability  to  secure  the  large  amount  of  required 
money  for  that  venture. 

The  reconstruction  of  town  roads  was  more 
successful  than  we  had  believed  it  could  be. 
Without  the  expenditure  of  additional  money  Bill 
Goss  and  the  Highway  Department  were  able  to 
complete  planned  work  on  the  designated  streets 
and  also  made  significant  repairs  on  the  Windsor 
Road.   Selectmen  were  aware  that  the  Windsor  Road 
needed  improvement  but,  due  to  budgetary 
constraints,  did  not  expect  to  accomplish  that 
project  in  1994. 

We  were  able  to  upgrade  town  equipment  by 
the  lease-purchase  of  a  Caterpillar  loader  for  the 
highway  department.   At  the  same  time  we  traded  in 
an  old  loader  from  the  landfill  and  transferred  a 
highway  loader  to  the  landfill  where  the  demands 
on  the  equipment  are  not  as  heavy  as  they  are  in 
road  work. 

A  new  cruiser  was  approved  for  the  Police 
Department.   However,  it  is  our  intention  to  stop 
the  practice  of  buying  a  cruiser  every  year  and 
buy  one  every  one  and  half  years.   Every  third 
year  we  will  not  ask  you  for  a  vehicle  starting  in 
1996. 

After  a  two  year  freeze  on  wage  increases  we 
asked  you  to  approve  pay  raises  for  town 
employees.   The  average  increase  was  4.19%  and  the 
Town  Meeting  supported  our  request. 

Your  Selectmen  were  happy  to  announce  in 
October  that  the  Town  portion  of  the  tax  rate 
declined  by  a  few  cents.   We  felt  that  we  had 
accomplished  that  task  which  was  expected  of  us  by 


the  voters  of  the  Town.   The  operating  budget 
which  we  are  suggesting  for  1995  would  insure  that 
our  part  of  the  tax  rate  will  again  remain  stable. 

This  would  not  have  been  possible  if  we  had 
not  received  the  support  of  the  residents  of 
Hillsborough  and  we  thank  you  for  the 
encouragement  and  input  that  you  have  given  us.

During  the  year  1994  the  Hillsborough 
Police  Department  initiated  a  bicycle  patrol 
program.

New  contracts  with  an 
increased  rate  for  our  subscribers  were 
signed  in  an  effort  to  increase  revenues  and 
offset  the  cost  of  the  dispatch  center  to 
Hillsborough  taxpayers.

We  were  under  staffed  with  part-time 
help  during  1994  and  thus  over  extended  our 
payroll  budget.   We  anticipate  increasing 
our  part-time  roster  to  prevent  over- 
spending in  1995.   Part-time  employees  are 
essential  to  cover  illness  and  vacations  of 
our  full-time  staff  without  over  time  costs. 
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other  changes  occurring  in  1995  include 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Enhanced  911 
service  scheduled  to  go  on  line  in  July. 
This  system  will  not  pose  any  real  changes 
to  the  Dispatch  Center.   All  call  taking  and 
dispatching  will  still  be  performed  locally. 
The  only  difference  will  be  that  911  calls 
will  be  routed  through  911  operators  in 
Concord  and  then  transferred  locally  for 
service.   The  benefits  include  the  entire 
state  will  have  911  service,  critical  name 
and  address  information  will  be  available  to 
us  if  the  caller  cannot  speak  or  does  not 
know  their  address,  and  operators 
specifically  trained  in  giving  medical 
instruction  will  remain  on  the  line  giving 
instructions  until  the  rescue  squad  arrives 
at  the  scene.   We  have  experienced  several 
calls  from  children  and  elderly  people 
needing  emergency  medical  assistance  that 
did  not  know  where  they  were  or  were  unable 
to  speak.   These  calls  currently  are  traced 
through  the  telephone  companies  but  often 
takes  20-30  minutes,  far  too  much  time  for 
choking  or  heart  attack  victims  that  needs 
immediate  response. 

The  Town  of  Hillsborough  will  also 
benefit  from  cellular  911  back  up  service 
which  will  be  provided  free  of  charge  by  U. 
S.  Cellular.   In  the  event  of  telephone 
equipment  failure  or  disaster,  our  911  calls 
would  be  re-routed  to  cellular  service  and 
received  on  special  equipment  in  the 
dispatch  center.   U.  S.  CELLULAR  is 
providing  the  equipment  and  service  at  no 
cost  as  a  benefit  for  allowing  them  to  place 
an  antenna  at  the  Bible  Hill  radio  tower. 
U.  S.  CELLULAR  also  recently  replaced  our 
old  tower,  which  was  in  need  of  expensive 
repair,  at  no  cost  to  the  town.

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ANIMAL  CONTROL  REPORT 

Hillsborough  is  facing  a  challenging 
time  as  an  epidemic  of  rabies  carried  by 
raccoons  has  spread  up  the  East  coast  to 
Southern  New  Hampshire.  Raccoons,  skunks, 
bats,  groundhogs  and  foxes  are  the  most  common 
wildlife  carriers  of  rabies.  Fox  rabies  is 
fast  approaching  and  expected  to  be  here  by 
late  summer  or  fall,  from  the  North  Country, 
Vermont  and  Maine. 

Rabies  is  an  acute  viral  disease  that 
attacks  the  central  nervous  system.  The  virus 
is  concentrated  in  the  saliva  (spit)  of 
infected  animals  and  is  generally  transmitted 
from  an  infected  wild  or  domestic  animal  by  a 
bite,  a  lick  to  open  wounds  or  cuts,  or  nerve 
tissue  or  saliva  introduced  into  cuts  or  the 
mucous  membranes  of  the  nose,  eyes  or  mouth. 

Rabies  animals  are  not  always  easy  to 
identify.  Contrary  to  what  you  may  think,  not 
all  rabid  animals  foam  and  drool  at  the  mouth. 
Animals  may  stagger,  appear  restless,  be 
aggressive,  appear  very  friendly,  exhibit  a 
difference  in  their  barks  or  howls,  seem  to  be 
choking  or  they  may  show  no  signs  of  the 
disease  at  all. 

There  were  several  cases  in  Hillsborough 
where  a  sick  animal  was  found  and  when  tested, 
was  positive  for  rabies,  which  required 
several  people  and  animals  be  vaccinated. 

Protect  Yourself? ! ! ! 

Here's  a  list  of  some  precautions  you; 
can  take  to  reduce  the  possibility  of 
exposure : 

(1)  Vaccinate  your  pets.  Vaccine  is 
available  for  dogs,  cats,  ferrets,  cattle, 
horses  and  sheep. 

(2)  Stay  away  from  stray  animals. 

(3)  Avoid  contact  with  all  wildlife, 
even  innocent  appearing  baby  raccoons  can  be

rabies  positive. 

(4)  Discourage  wild  animals  from 
dinning  around  your  home.  Do  not  leave  pet 
food  outdoors  and  secure  garbage  can  lids. 

(5)  Teach  your  children  to  stay  away 
from  wild  animals  and  pets  other  than  their 
own. 

(6)  Teach  them  to  tell  you  about  any 
animal  that  has  scratched  or  bitten  them. 

(7)  Know  that  there  are  safe  and 
effective  vaccines  for  persons  exposed  to 
rabies . 

(8)  Let  your  doctor  determine  whether  an 
exposure  to  rabies  has  occurred.  Do  not  try 
to  make  that  determination  yourself. 

Exposure  to  the  rabies  virus  is  not 
fatal  when  treated  in  time.  Modern  treatment 
consists  of  a  dose  of  anti-rabies  globulin  at 
the  start  of  the  treatment  and  a  series  of 
five  shots  in  the  arms  over  a  period  of  30 
days.   It's  relatively  painless. 

Knowing  some  basic  facts  about  rabies 
and  wildlife,  will  enable  you  and  your  family 
to  enjoy  Hillsborough's  great  outdoors.

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FIRE  CHIEF'S  REPORT 

This  year  the  Hillsborough  Fire 
Department  responded  to  164" calls.   Although 
we  did  not  see  many  major  fires,  we  did  see 
a  big  increase  in  vehicle  accidents  and 
false  alarms. 

During  1994  the  chief  and  deputy  chiefs 
workload  increased  to  1,412  calls  for 
information,  permits  investigations  review 
of  building  plans  and  inspections.   Although 
most  owners  of  business  establishments  and 
apartment  buildings  were  very  cooperative  in 
bringing  their  property  up  to  fire 
standards,  we  did  have  a  few  who  we  needed 
the  state  fire  marshal  and  the  court  system 
to  help  in  getting  the  job  done. 

As  Chief  I  spent  numerous  hours 
investigating  false  alarms,  bomb  threats  and 
several  suspicious  fires.   With  the 
excellent  cooperation  of  the  Hillsborough 
Police  Department,  we  were  able  to  make 
several  arrests  along  with  getting  some 
restitution  for  the  cost  incurred. 

This  past  year  the  members  of  the 
department  spent  many  long  nights  and 
weekends  training  in  the  areas  of  hazardous 
materials,  earthquakes  and  flammable  gases, 
we  attained  100%  certification  in  these 
areas,  thus  helping  us  to  be  a  better 
department.   Numerous  hours  of  training 
costs  were  paid  for  by  grants  from  the 
Emergency  Management  along  with  GTE  training 
us  in  flammable  gases. 

This  year  our  department  witnessed 
another  dream  come  true.   The  dedication  of 
our  own  training  center.   With  the  generous 
support  of  area  businesses  and  organizations 
and  local  support  during  our  annual  weekend 
along  with  many  long  hours  building,  we  now 
have  a  facility  in  which  we  are  proud  to  say 
is  the  Hillsborough  Fire  Departments.   This 
facility  will  help  in  being  able  to  train  at 
home  instead  of  traveling  to  get  training 
and  will  keep  cost  to  a  minimum. 
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The  response  time  of  your  department  is 
as  good  as  a  lot  of  full-time  departments. 
Remember  we  are  on  call  24  hours  a  day,  7 
days  a  week,  365  days  a  year  and  ready  to 
respond  to  your  emergency. 

As  your  fire  Chief  I  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  say,  thank  you  to  all 
the  Town  of  Hillsborough  taxpayers  for  their 
generous  support  this  past  year.  A  special 
thank  you  to  ALL  of  the  businesses  who 
allowed  our  firefighters  and  ambulance 
personnel  to  leave  work  in  order  to  respond 
to  the  towns  emergencies.   Last  but  not 
least  a  Big  Thank  You  to  All  my  Firefighters 
for  all  their  time,  support  and  cooperation 
shown  during  this  past  year.

In  calendar  year  1994,  our  three  (3) 
leading  causes  of  fires  were  No  Permits, 
Children  and  Rekindles  of  fires  where  the 
fire  was  not  properly  extinguished. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II,  the  fire 
permit  law,  and  the  other  burning  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail.   Violators  are  also  liable  for 
all  fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  fire 
Department  and  State  Forest  Fire  Officials, 
contact  your  local  Warden  or  fire  Department 
to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.   This 
also  helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response 
to  a  controlled  burn.

Monies  for  the 
Squad  are  raised  solely  through  donations 
from  area  residents  and  businesses.   The 
members  of  the  Hillsboro  Rescue  Squad  would 
like  to  extend  their  thanks  to  everyone  who 
has  supported  our  efforts  this  year  and  in 
past  years,  and  especially  to  the  area 
businesses  who  continue  to  allow  our 
volunteers  to  respond  from  the  workplace.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FULLER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

Fuller  Public  Library  .received  a  $34,880 
Federal  Grant  for  adult  literacy  in  1994.  This 
is  the  third  year  the  library  has  been  awarded 
such  a  grant.  The  program  Project  LIFT  (Literacy 
For  Today)  included  the  towns  of  Antrim  and 
Bennington  as  well  as  Hillsboro.  The  project 
director,  Martie  Majoros  reported  that  106 
individuals  made  use  of  the  library's  literacy 
project  services  and  40  individuals  volunteered 
and  were  trained  as  tutors. 

The  library  sponsored  several  book 
discussions  in  1994.  Two  "Connections"  book 
discussions  for  adult  new  readers  were  funded 
with  grants  from  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Library.  "American  Family"  and  "American 
Wilderness"  ,  book  discussions  for  adults  were 
funded  with  grants  from  the  New  Hampshire 
Humanities  Council.  Two  additional  discussion 
series  were  prepared  by  volunteers. 

Norton  Company  of  Hillsboro  provided 
$500  in  grant  money  to  sponsor  the  library's 
Summer  Reading  Program  and  a  program  to  provide 
free  admission  to  three  area  museums.  The 
children's  Summer  Reading  Program  theme, "Go 
undercover  with  books"  featured  books  and 
activities  with  a  mystery  theme.  The  program 
began  with  a  scavenger  hunt  and  culminated  with 
a  puppet  show  by  Dan  Grady.  Norton  Co.  also 
contributed  $500  to  Project  LIFT  and  OSRAM  and 
Monadnock  Paper  Mills  contributed  $300  each  to 
Project  LIFT. 

The  Fuller  Library  "Bookettes"  marched 
and  performed  their  precision  book  handling  in 
the  annual  Hillsborough  Balloon  Fest  and  Fair 
parade. 

The  library's  Annual  Book  Sale  and  the 
Friends  of  the  Fuller  Public  Library  Flea  Market 
were  held  on  Hillsborough  Balloon  Fest  and  Fair 
weekend.  The  Friends  raised  enough  money  from 
the  Flea  Market  and  a  spaghetti  supper  to 
purchase  for  the  library  a  35mm  camera,  $300 
worth  of  videos,  a  lectern,  overhead  projector, 
2  easels  and  a  locking  metal  storage  cabinet 
totaling  more  than  $1000.

Two  staff  members  completed  the 
Effective  Reference  Training  Workshop.  One 
employee  completed  two  Library  Science  courses; 
Reference  and  Information  Services  and 
Collection  Development.  One  of  the  Library 
Science  courses  was  paid  for  with  a  scholarship 
from  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees 
Association. 

Fuller  Public  Library  in  cooperation 
with  Southern  NH  Services  Supplemental  Food 
Program  for  Women,  Infants  and  Children  (WIC) 
sponsored  "The  Gift  of  Reading".  Books  were 
distributed  through  the  library  to  the  children 
whose  parents  are  in  the  WIC  program.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  -  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

In  addition  to  reviewing  the  usual  dredge  and 
fill  permits  applications,,  and  wetlands  and 
logging  violations,  the  following  things  were 
accomplished  by  the  Conservation  Commission 
this  year. 

1 .   Wetland  Mitigation  Sites  for  Hillsboro 
Bypass 

We  were  asked  to  give  suggestions  of  sites  in 
town  where  new  wetlands  or  improved  wetlands 
could  be  built  to  replace  those  which  will  be 
destroyed  by  the  new  Hillsboro  Bypass. 

2  .   Pedestrian/ Trail  Underpass  of  Hillsboro 

Bypass 

Plans  for  a  pedestrian  walkway  or  trail  under 
the  new  Bypass  are  being  made.  We  are 
expecting  that  the  trail  would  connect  the 
high  school  to  Fox  State  Forest  and  be  used  by 
hikers,  skiers,  bicyclists,  joggers,  and 
snowmobilers .

THE  CONTOOCOOK  AND  NORTH  BRANCH  RIVERS  LOCAL 
ADVISORY  CObdMITTEE 

Following  enactment  of  legislation  including 
the  Contoocook  and  North  Branch  Rivers  in  the 
State  Rivers  Management  and  Protection 
Program,  the  Contoocook  and  North  Branch 
Rivers  Local  Advisory  Committee  (LAC)  was 
formed.  The  LAC  is  made  up  of  individuals 
from  the  fourteen  communities  fronting  on  the 
two  rivers  who  were  nominated  by  the  selectmen 
or  city  council  from  their  municipalities  and 
appointed  by  the  DES  Commissioner. 

The  focus  of  the  Committee's  work  has  been  to 
develop  a  Corridor  Management  Plan  for  the 
designated  rivers.  Responsibilities  of  the 
Committee  also  include  the  review  and  comment 
(in  an  advisory  capacity)  on  state  permits  for 
major  developments  within  the  corridor  area. 
The  Committee  has  been  meeting  on  a  regular 
basis  since  the  Spring  of  1992,  and  an 
advisory  Plan  was  adopted  in  September  1994. 

The  advisory  Plan  contains  goals  and 
objectives,  results  of  a  1993  survey  of 
property  owners  along  the  rivers,  an  inventory 
and  assessment  of  natural  and  managed 
resources  within  the  corridors,  and  a 
resources  management  section  which  outlines 
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recommendations  for  current  and  future  actions 
by  citizens,  private,  local,  state,  and 
federal  agencies  and  organizations  to  maintain 
the  rivers*  outstanding  values. 

Marion  Baker  and  Lynn  Peasley  are  the 
representatives  for  the  Town  of  Hillsborough.

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PARK  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  1994  season  for  Grimes  Field  and  Manahan 
Park  proved  to  be  very  successful. 

The  upgrading  of  the  parks  and 
equipment,  while  some  not  as  obvious  as 
others,  contributed  directly  to  the  success  of 
both  the  swim  program  at  Manahan  Park  and 
better  fields  at  Grimes  field. 

This  year  at  Grimes  Field  the  town  saw 
greener  fields  because  the  underground  water 
system  was  restored  to  working  order.  While 
this  may  seem  insignificant,  it  has  laid  the 
way  for  seeding  and  fertilizing  on  a  regular 
basis  and  for  the  gradual  improvement  of  the 
playing  fields.  Another  net  for  fly  balls  was 
purchased  for  field  4,  and  also  new  bases. 

At  Manahan  Park  everyone  enjoyed  the  new 
bathhouse  that  also  has  new  lavatories.  The 
beach  has  also  been  extended  100  feet,  and 
more  picnic  benches  added  to  the  area.  The 
road  leading  to  the  park  has  been  repaired  and 
upgraded,  and  a  new  boat  dock  and  graveled 
boat  landing  were  accomplished.  The  swim 
program  had  one  of  its  most  successful  seasons 
along  with  the  "Crafts"  program  that  was 
enjoyed  during  the  day. 

The  Park  Board  has  it's  goals  for  1995, 
and  is  already  getting  underway  with  plans  to 
continue  the  upgrade  of  Grimes  Field  by: 
seeding  and  fertilizing  and  adding  dirt  to  the 
baseball  diamonds;  resurfacing  the  tennis 
court  and  adding  2  basketball  hoops.  The 
storage  shed  will  sport  a  new  roof;  and  a  pay 
phone  will  be  added  at  the  field  not  only  for 
convenience  but  for  safety  reasons.  At 
Manahan  Park  a  new  lifeguard  chair  will  be 
added  along  with  general  repairs  and  a  new 
roof  to  the  old  bathhouse.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  HILLSBOROUGH 


The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  continues  to  offer  three  major 
health  services  to  the  residents  of 
Hillsborough:   Home  Care,  Hospice  and 
Primary  Care. 

Home  Care  services  respond  to  the  health 
care  needs  of  those  patients  with  acute  or 
chronic  illnesses  that  require  skilled 
professional  and  para-professional  care  so 
they  may  return  to  or  remain  in  their  homes. 
Emphasis  is  on  promoting  independence  and 
maximum  functioning  of  the  patient  within 
the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  services  provide  professional  and 
para-professional  services  to  the  terminally 
ill  patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy. 
The  goal  is  to  enhance  the  quality  of  the 
patient's  remaining  life  by  helping  he/she 
remain  at  home  in  comfort  and  dignity. 
Emphasis  is  on  pain  and  symptom  management 
and  skilled  intervention  to  meet  the 
patient's  special  physical,  emotional  and 
spiritual  needs. 

In  April  of  1994  Hospice  expanded  its 
services  to  provide  residential  care  with 
the  opening  of  New  Hampshire's  first  Hospice 
House.   To  date,  this  house  has  provided  a 
home  to  approximately  30  terminally  ill 
residents . 

Primary  Care  and  Preventive  Services  will 
expand  throughout  FY  95  from  a  health 
promotion  and  prevention  focus  to  a  more 
comprehensive  24  hours/day,  7  days/week 
service  including  physician  care,  hospital 
admitting  privileges,  and  other  care 
generally  offered  through  a  medical  office 
setting.   This  expansion  requires  the 
consolidation  of  many  of  the  agency  programs 
into  a  family  health  center,  eliminating  the 
current  categorical  service  delivery.   In 
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August  of  1994,  Primary  Care  physicians 
(from  Concord's  Hospital  new  Family  Practice 
Residency  Program)  joined  the  CRVNA  team. 
The  addition  of  the  physicians  has  expanded 
prenatal  care  to  the  full  term  of  pregnancy 
including  delivery,  as  well  as,  primary  care 
to  adults.   Primary  care  and  preventive 
services  include  but  are  not  limited  to 
Child  Health,  Family  Planning  &  Women's 
Health,  Prenatal  services  and  Health 
Promotion. 

Health  Promotion  services  focus  on  the  low 
and  marginal  income  families  and  individuals 
to  prevent  illness  by  professional 
assessment  and  screening  for  health  risks 
and  needs,  by  early  intervention  to  prevent, 
eliminate,  or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness 
and/or  disability,  and  by  anticipatory 
guidance  and  health  teaching.   Emphasis  is 
on  promoting  healthy  children,  families  and 
individuals  through  early  intervention  and 
health  teaching.   Services  rendered  in  the 
clinic  setting  are:   child  health,  prenatal, 
family  planning,  sexually  transmitted 
disease,  adult  screening,  immunizations,  and 
HIV  (AIDS)  testing  and  counseling.   Home 
visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when 
needed  health  care  cannot  be  given  in  the 
clinic.   Senior  health  services  are  provided 
at  congregate  housing  sites.   Professional 
and  para-professional  hourly  home  services 
are  provided  on  a  private  fee-for-service 
basis.   Health  education  and  instruction  are 
part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Hillsborough  may  request  service; 
patient,  doctor,  health  facility,  pastor, 
friend  or  neighbor.   All  requests  are 
answered,  but  continuing  home  care  will  only 
be  provided  with  a  physician's  order. 

A  call  to  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse 
Association  (224-4093)  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  services  or  make 
inquiries.   The  CRVNA  office  is  open  Monday 
through  Friday  from  7:30am  to  5:00pm.   A 
nurse  is  on  call  for  hospice  and  home  care 
patients;  (224-4093)  4:30pm  -  7:30am  daily. 
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Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is 
applicable  to  all  visits.   Fees  are  scaled 
for  the  individual  without  health  insurance 
and/or  who  is  unable  to  pay  the  full  charge. 
However,  to  fee  scale,  federal  regulations 
require  a  financial  statement  be  completed 
by  the  patient  or  responsible  person.   Town 
monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are 
scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare  / 
Medicaid  Provider,  licensed  by  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  accredited  by  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Healthcare 
Organizations  (JCAHO)  and  is  a  member  agency 
of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack  County.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general 
purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Hillsborough  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1993,  as  listed  in  the  table  of 
contents.   These  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Town's  management.   Our  responsibility  is  to 
express  an  opinion  on  these  general  purpose 
financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and 
perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  are  free  of  material 
misstatement.   An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the 
amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements.   An  audit  also 
includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles 
used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the 
overall  general  purpose  financial  statement 
presentation.   We  believe  that  our  audit 
provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  referred  to  above  do 
not  include  the  General  Fixed  Assets  Account 
Group,  which  should  be  included  to  conform 
with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles.

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the 
financial  statements  of  the ' omission 
described  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements 
referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of 
the  Town  of  Hillsborough  as  of  December  31, 
1993,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and 
cash  flows  of  its  nonexpendable  trust  funds 
for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

Our  audit  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.   The 
combining  and  individual  fund  financial 
statements  listed  in  the  table  of  contents 
are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional 
analysis  and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the 
general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Hillsborough.   Such  information  has 
been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures 
applied  in  the  audit  of  the  general  purpose 
financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is 
fairly  presented  in  all  material  respects  in 
relation  to  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  taken  as  a  whole.

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Hillsborough,  County  of  Hillsborough,  in  said  State, 
qualified  to  vote  in  the  affairs  of  said  town  on  the 
8th  day  of  March,  1994  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
at  the  Hillsborough-Deering  Middle  School  the 
moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Articles  1,2 
and  3  were  voted  on  by  official  ballot  at  the  polls. 

Article  1.  Voted  that  the  voters  of  the  Town  of 
Hillsborough  proceed  to  ballot  for  one  Selectmen  for 
three  years;   Town  Treasurer  for  one  year;  Trustee  of 
Trust  Funds  for  three  years;  Trustee  of  the  Fuller 
Public  Library  for  three  years;  Water  and  Sewer 
Commissioner  for  three  years;  Moderator  for  two  years; 
Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for  six  years;  and  all 
other  necessary  Town  Officers  or  agents  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  Proposed  amendments  to  the  Hillsborough 
Zoning  Ordinance  were  voted  upon  with  the  following 
results: 

Zoning  Amendment  No.  1 . 

"Recreational  Vehicle"  means  a  vehicle  which  is  (a) 
built  on  a  single  chassis:  (b)  400  square  feet  or  less 
when  measured  at  the  largest  horizontal  projection; 
(c)  designed  to  be  self  propelled  or  permanently 
towable  by  a  light  duty  truck;  and  (d)  designed 
primarily  not  for  use  as  a  permanent  dwelling  but  as 
temporary  living  quarters  for  recreational  camping, 
travel  or  seasonal  use.

Zoning  Amendment  No.  2 . 

Recreational  vehicles  placed  on  sites  within  zones

At  7:30  p.m.  Moderator  Bosse  brought  the  business  meeting  to 
order.   The  Pledge  of  Allegiance  was  said  followed  by  a 
moment  of  silence  for  those  residents  that  had  passed  away 
since  the  previous  meeting.   Mr.  Bosse  reviewed  the  rules  by 
which  the  meeting  was  to  be  conducted.   Mr.  Bosse  asked  for 
approval  to  dispense  with  reading  of  the  warrant  and  it  was 
agreed  to.   Mr.  Bosse  then  introduced  Mr.  Loren  Belida  who 
gave  a  brief  presentation  on  the  pending  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  for  a  youth  center  to  be  run  by  the 
Contoocook  YMCA. 

Article  4.  The  article  was  moved  by  Water  Commissioner 
Walter  Crane  and  seconded  by  Commissioner  Donald  Mellen. 
Selectmen  Chairman  Herbert  R.  Hansen  then  gave  an  overview 
of  the  events  leading  up  to  the  presently  proposed  article. 
Chairman  Hansen  discussed  the  pending  lawsuit  with  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  and  the  need  for  the  article  to  be  passed 
to  avoid  potentially  greater  costs.   Mr.  Hansen  discussed 
the  method  of  payment  and  the  sharing  of  costs  between  the 
users  and  the  property  tax  base.   The  scope  of  the  project 
was  explained  to  include  a  slow  sand  filtration  plant,  three 
thousand  feet  of  new  pipe  leading  from  the  plant  toward  the 
underground  reservoir  and  the  installation  of  water  meters 
at  the  user  locations. 

Mr.  David  Fullerton  moved  to  amend  Article  4  from  $3,000,000 
to  $2,700,000.   The  motion  was  seconded  from  the  floor.   Mr. 
Fullerton  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  motion  was  to 
eliminate  $300,000  thereby  eliminating  the  estimated  costs 
for  water  meters.   After  a  brief  discussion  the  Moderator 
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called  for  a  vote  on  the  amendment.   The  amendment  was 
unanimously  defeated  by  voice  vote. 

The  moderator  finding  no  further  discussion  opened  the  polls 
at  8:44  p.m.  The  Moderator  declared  that  the  polls  would  be 
opened  for  a  minimum  of  one  hour. 

The  Town  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three 
Million  Dollars  ($3,000,000  gross  budget)  for  the  original 
design,  engineering,  land  acquisition,  construction,  related 
equipment,  legal  costs  and  all  other  related  costs  for  the 
construction  and  original  operation  of  a  slow  sand  water 
filtration  system  and  other  improvements  related  to  the 
water  system  for  the  Hillsborough  Water  Works  as  required  by 
the  Federal  Safe  Drinking  Water  Act  of  1981  and  any  federal 
or  state  regulations  related  thereto,  and  to  provide  the 
funding  for  said  project  as  follows: 

Voted  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than. 
Three  Million  Dollars  ($3,000,000)  of  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  Town  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA 
33  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and 
negotiate  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  bond  as 
they  may  determine  in  the  best  interests  of  the  town. 

And  specifically,  to  appropriate  to  the  purposes  of  the  bond 
issue  described  herein  all  interest  or  premium  that  may  be 
received  by  the  Town  as  a  result  of  the  issuance  and 
investment  of  the  bond  proceeds;  and  further,  to 
specifically  authorize  the  continuation  of  the  funds 
established  herein  until  such  time  as  the  project  is 
determined  complete  by  vote  of  the  Selectmen;  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

At  9:44  p.m.  the  Moderator  declared  the  polls  closed.   The 
vote  was  in  the  affirmative  as  follows:

At  this  time  Chairman  Hansen  mentioned  that  the  Library 
Handicap  Lift  was  now  operational  and  that  a  grant  in  the 
amount  of  $10,000  was  awarded  toward  the  cost  of  the  lift. 

Article  5.   Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and 
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Eighty- five  Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Dollars  ($185,700)  for  a 
complete  revaluation  and  to  authorize  the  use  for  this 
purpose  of  One  Hundred  and  Eighty- five  Thousand  Seven 
Hundred  Dollars  ($185,700)  of  the  balance  remaining  from  the 
Transfer  Station  Bond  issued  through  the  New  Hampshire 
Municipal  Bond  Bank  during  June  1988  and  as  authorized  by 
RSA  33: 3 -a  Part  II  and  RSA  33:3-b.  (A  two- thirds  majority 
vote  is  required.) 

Following  a  brief  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for  a 
voice  vote.   The  vote  being  nearly  unanimous  the  Moderator 
ruled  that  the  vote  was  greater  than  a  two -thirds  majority. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  and  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($120,000.00)   for 
reconstruction  and  or  resurfacing  of  Mill  Street,  Jackson 
Street,  Cross  Street,  High  Street,  Briggs  Street,  Maple 
Street  and  Pearl  Street.   This  will  be  a  special  non- lapsing 
appropriation  per  RSA  32:3,  VI.  --  or  to  take  any  other 
action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  7.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  amount  of  Sixty-nine 
Thousand  Dollars  ($69,000)  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  and 
or  reconstruction  of  the  water  distribution  system  for  the 
Hillsborough  Water  Works  in  the  streets  reconstructed  under 
Article  6.   Said  funds  to  be  appropriated  from  the  Water 
Reserve  Account. 

Article  8.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Town  Officers, 
Auditors,  Agents,  Committees  or  other  officers  heretofore 
chosen  or  appointed;  or  to  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Million  Three  Hundred  and  Forty- four  Thousand  One  Hundred 
and  Ninety- five  Dollars  ($2,344,195.00)  for  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  Town  including  General  Government,  Public 
Safety,  Highways,  Streets  and  Bridges,  Sanitation,  Health, 
Welfare,  Culture  and  Recreation,  Debt  Service,  Operating 
Transfers  Out  and  all  other  current  expenses  of  the  Town;  or 
to  take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  and  Ten  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Thirty  Dollars  ($ 
210,830.00)  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  Water 
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Department  during  1994;  said  funds  to  be  offset  by  the 
income  to  the  Water  Department  of  an  equal  amount;  or  to 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  and  Seventy- seven  Thousand  Four  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  ($  177,450.00)  for  the  purpose  of  operating  the 
Sewer  Department  in  1994;  said  funds  to  be  offset  by  the 
income  to  the  Sewer  Department  of  an  equal  amount;  or  to 
take  any  other  action  in  relation  thereto,  or  to  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  12.   Voted  to  adopt  RSA  674:40-a  delegating  to  the 
Selectmen  the  authority  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  any 
new  highway  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Chairman  Hansen  moved  that  Articles  13-17  be  combined  for 
purposes  of  discussion.   Seconded  by  Selectmen  Eaton.   Voice 

vote  in  the  affirmative.

Article  13.   Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  and 
convey  by  deed  the  title  to  real  estate  taken  by  the  Town  in 
default  or  redemption  from  tax  lien,  this  article  to  remain 
in  force  indefinitely  until  rescinded  by  a  subsequent  Town 
Meeting  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80.

Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  202-A:4-c 
providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an 
article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission 
of  such  authority,  the  public  library  trustees  to  apply  for, 
accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by  the  Town       j 
Meeting,  unanticipated  money  from  a  state,  federal,  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes 
available  during  the  fiscal  year?" 


Article  16.  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  RSA  33:7 
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providing  that  any  town  at  an  annual  meeting  may  adopt  an 
article  authorizing  indefinitely,  until  specific  rescission 
of  such  authority,  the  selectmen  to  issue  tax  anticipation 
notes?" 

Article  17.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
accept  gifts  of  real  estate  and  or  personal  property,  other 
than  cash,  to  the  Town  for  any  public  purpose.   This 
authorization  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95-e  and  shall 
remain  in  effect  until  rescinded  by  a  vote  of  the  Town 
Meeting. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  an 
Economic  Development  Commission,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  for  the  purposes  of  promoting  economic 
development  and  studying  the  feasibility  of  recommending 
agreements  with  other  towns  in  the  area  to  create  a  Regional 
Economic  Development  Authority;  further,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00)  for  initial  funding  of  said  Hillsborough  Economic 
Development  Commission  or  take  any  other  action  in  relation 
thereto . 

Article  19.  Voted  not  to  direct  the  selectmen  to  eliminate 
the  tire  disposal  fee  or  take  any  other  action  thereto. 

Article  20.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.   The  Moderator  entertained  a 
request  from  the  floor  to  get  a  sense  of  the  meeting 
concerning  water  meters.   After  a  brief  discussion  he  called 
for  a  voice  vote  and  the  meeting  approved  the  use  of  water 
meters . 

Selectmen  Eaton  made  a  motion  to  reconsider  Article  4, 
seconded  from  the  floor.   The  Moderator  gave  a  brief 
explanation  of  the  motion.   There  was  little  discussion  and 
the  Moderator  called  for  a  voice  vote.   The  motion  was 
defeated. 

Motion  was  made  to  adjourn  the  meeting  at  9:58  p.m.
